George, 


For my early 50's New Zealand (made by Philips) radio, I use a 
split-primary transformer, the kind that can be hooked up for either 
120 (the two primaries in parallel) or 240 (the two primaries in 
series). Hook it up for the 240 series connection, feed power to one 
of the primaries (one of the ends and what is now the center tap). 

Take radio power from the entire 240. Ignore (tape up) the original 
secondaries. This is the type of autotransformer connection that Marty 
suggested but does not tie up my isolation transformer. 


You don't need much of a transformer to do the job. It's only handling 
about half the wattage required by the radio. 


If the UK radio is transformerless, make sure the power line neutral 
ends up where you want it. 


You can still find split-primary transformers in some computer junk 
such as daisy wheel printers, etc.

Light Tank M2A4 - SCR-210 in right sponson; SCR-245 (Command Tanks only) 
in left sponson. (Early models may have an SCR-193) Intexphone RC-61, 4 
stations. 

Light Tank M3 (Early Production) - Same as above. 

Light Tank M3, Diesel (Mid Production) - Same as above. 

Light Tank M3 (Late Production) - Same as above. 

Light Tank M3A1 - SCR-508 in left sponson; SCR-506 (Command Tanks only) 
in left sponson. Interphone part of SCR-508/506 with 4 stations. 

Light Tank M3A3 - SCR-508, SCR-528, or SCR-538 in rear of turret. 
SCR-506 in left sponson in Command Tanks only. Interphone part of radio 
set. Flag Set M238, Spotlight, Siren. Command Tanks only - 3 each M17 
and M18 Flares, Signals Projector M4. 

Light Tank M5 - Same as Above. 

Light Tank M5A1 - Sam as Above. 

Light Tank T7E5 (Medium Tank M7, Pilot) - Same as above with Panel Set 
AP50A, Command Tanks only, 3 each Flares M19 and M21.

Technically, the "Stuart" is the name of the 1784 gasoline (Stuart I) 
and 50 diesel powered (Stuart II) M3 series that went into service 
with the British.

(now Motorola) outa auto BC radios & into tanks.
